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FOREWORD 


There  has  long  been  a  need  for  a  dictionary  designed  especially 
for  the  English-speaking  student  who  seeks  to  gain  active 
mastery  of  Russian.  Such  a  student  needs  much  more  than  the 
one  or  two  synonyms,  sporadically  supplemented  by  idiomatic 
expressions,  that  are  found  in  most  foreign  language  dictionaries. 
He  needs  detailed  indications  about  how  each  Russian  word  is 
inflected  and  about  its  accentuation  in  the  various  inflected  forms. 
He  also  needs  to  be  told  as  much  as  possible  about  the  usage  of 
the  different  words,  for  words  in  one  language  are  only  too  often 
used  quite  differently  than  their  nearest  synonynis  in  a  second 
language.  Information  of  this  type  has  hitherto  been  available 
only  in  multivolume  dictionaries,  which  are  expensive,  hard  to 
handle,  and,  moreover,  not  being  compiled  with  an  English- 
speaking  user  in  mind,  frequently  fail  to  discuss  difficulties  that 
would  be  encountered  by  such  a  user. 

This  dictionary  was  planned  especially  to  meet  the  needs  out- 
lined, and  the  compilers  have  successfully  achieved  their  objec- 
tive. Their  selection  of  entries  for  inclusion  in  the  dictionary  is 
consistently  sound.  They  have  managed  to  cover  quite  fully 
the  everyday  vocabulary  of  the  educated  speaker  of  current 
standard  Russian.  Their  choice  of  examples  to  illustrate  the 
use  of  different  words  is  excellent.  They  have  paid  special 
attention  to  phrase  units,  idioms,  and  compound  words  whose 
meaning,  though  self-evident  to  the  native  speaker  of  Russian, 
presents  difficulties  to  the  English-speaking  student.  Finally, 
they  have  provided  extensive  information  about  the  inflection 
of  the  words  and  about  their  accentual  peculiarities.  The  value 
of  the  dictionary  is  further  enhanced  by  the  supplement,  which 
contains  elaborate  grammatical  tables,  lists  of  inflectional  and 
derivational  suffixes,  a  detailed  "Guide  to  Russian  Pronuncia- 
tion," and  an  essay  on  the  relationship  between  Russian  sounds

and  letters.  In  short,  the  English-speaking  student  of  Russian 
has  here  a  most  useful  and  badly  needed  tool.  May  I  express 
the  hope  that  it  will  lessen  the  drudgery  and  increase  the  pleasure 
of  those  who  have  set  out  on  the  by  no  means  smooth  road  of 
mastering  the  tongue  of  Pushkin,  Tolstoi,  and  Dostoevski.

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HOW  TO  USE  THE  DICTIONARY 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

All  the  Russian  words  in  this  dictionary  are  entered  in 
strictly  alphabetical  order.  Each  head-word  is  given  in 
full  with  the  stress  mark  '  placed  over  the  stressed  vowel. 
It  is  followed  by  the  transcription.  (For  details  on  tran- 
scription see  A  Guide  to  Russian  Pronunciation,  p.  629). 
The  grammatical    notes  are  given    after    the  transcription. 

The  ptft-of -speech  designations  •are  adv,  int,  cj,  etc. 
Nouns  are  designated  by  m,  f,  n,  or  pi  (pi  is  reserved  for 
cases  when  the  noun  has  no  singular),  and  verbs,  by 
imperf  or  perf.  Following  the  part-of-speech  designations 
are  the  requisite  grammatical  word  forms.  (For  details  of 
grammatical  word  forms  see  chapters  on  the  noun,  adjec- 
tive, numeral,  pronoun,  and  verb,  pp.  XIII— XIX). 

Stress.  All  polysyllabic  head-words  and  derivatives 
standing  separately  or  occurring  in  phrases  and  sentences 
bear  the  stress  mark  '  over  the  stressed  vowel.  An  excep- 
tion is  made  for  the  sound  represented  by  the  letter 
*'e",  which  is  only  used  in  stressed  syllables  and  therefore 
bears  no  stress. 

Monosyllabic  words  are  accented  only  in  contextual  use 
when  the  stress  is  shifted  from  the  sense  word  to  the  form- 
word.

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in  a  specific  way  since  most  of  them  cannot  be  understood 
readily  by  merely  giving  their  translation.  Therefore,  the 
meanings  of  Russian  relation  words  and  affixes  are  ex- 
plained through  definitions  and  examples.

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The  Type  of  Pronunciation  Represented 

The  pronunciation  represented  in  this  dictionary  is  typi- 
cal of  educated  Russian  speech  in  its  not  too  rapid  collo- 
quial and  not  too  slow  public  discourse  styles. 

The  Phonetic  Alphabet 

The  phonetic  alphabet  employed  consists  mostly  of  those 
Latin  letters  and  their  combinations  which,  in  certain 
English  words  spelt  conventionally,  stand  for  speech-sounds 
similar  to  Russian  sounds. 

English-speaking  users  of  the  dictionary  should  bear  in 
mind,  however,  that  although  there  is  similarity  of  vary- 
ing degree  between  certain  Russian  and  English  sounds, 
there  is  not,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  single  sound  in  Russian 
quite  identical  with  any  English  sound.  Therefore  it 
should  always  be  remembered  that  Russian  and  English 
sounds  denoted  by  the  same  Latin  letters  and  their  com- 
binations are  actually  different.  These  points  of  difference 
are  described  in  this  Guide  and  should  be  observed 
by  English-speaking  learners  of  Russian  as  closely  as 
possible. 

Those  Russian  sounds  which  bear  no  resemblance  to  any 
English  sounds  whatsoever  are  denoted  by  special  symbols, 
most  of  which  are  taken  from  the  alphabet  of  the  Inter- 
national Phonetic  Association  (IPA). 

Comparison  with  English  Pronunciation 

Russian  pronunciation  is  compared  in  this  Guide  mainly 
with  Southern  English,  or  Received,  Pronunciation  (RP), 
General  American  (GA)  and  Eastern  American  (EA)  Pro- 
nunciation.

As  far  as  the  distinctness  of  vowel  quality  is  concerned 
vowel  sounds  in  Russian,  as  in  English,  fall  into  two  class- 
es: strong,  distinct,  unobscured  vowels,  which  occur  mostly 
in  stressed  syllables,  and  weakened,  obscured  vowels, 
which  can  only  occur  in  unstressed  syllables.  However, 
some  unobscured  vowel  sounds  in  Russian,  as  in  English, 
can  also  occur  in  unstressed  syllables. 

Both  an  unobscured  and  an  obscured  vowel  sound  is  rep- 
resented in  Russian  spelling,  as-  in  English,  by  one  and 
the  same  letter.  Table  1  deals  with  unobscured  vowels, 
some  of  which  occur  in  unstressed  syllables  as  well.

Note  I.  For  the  position  of  word  accent  in  Russian,  as  in 
English,  there  are  no  invariable  rules:  the  accent  in  diffe- 
rent words  may  fall  on  any  syllable  (initial,  final,  penultimate, 
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etc.).  Therefore  it  is  necessary  for  tlie  foreign  student  to 
learn  the  accent  of  every  word  individually.  Since  the 
accent  is  not  marked,  as  a  rule,  in  the  conventional  spel-

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Palatalization  of  Consonants  in  Russian 

Palatalization  is  caused  by  raising  the  front  of  the 
tongue  to  the  height  of  the  [y]  or  [i]  sound  at  the  same 
time  when  the  other  organs  of  speech  are  held  in  position 
for  the  primary  articulation  of  the  consonant,  e.g.  while 
the  lips  are  closed  for  [m]  or  the  tongue-tip  is  pressed 
against  the  back  of  the  upper  teeth  for  [n]  or  [1]. 

In  RP,  slightly,  or  semi-,  palatalized  consonants  are  the 
sound  of  the  letter  1  in  value,  million  and  the  sounds  of 
the  letter  s  in  sure  and  pleasure.  However,  in  pronouncing 
Russian  palatalized  consonants  the  front  of  the  tongue  is 
raised  still  higher. 

A  close  enough  English  approximation  to  a  fully  pala- 
talized consonant  is  the  sound  of  the  letter  n  before  y  and 
i  in  the  words  vineyard  and  onion. 

A  palatalized  consonant  occurs  in  Russian  not  only 
before  a  vowel  of  the  same  word,  but  also  in  word-final 
position  and  before  a  consonant.  This  presents  great  diffi- 
culty to  the  English-speaking  learner. 

Most  consonant  letters  in  Russian  denote  both  non-pal- 
atalized and  palatalized  sounds.  Whether  a  consonant  let- 
ter represents  (and  should  therefore  be  pronounced  as) 
a  non-palatalized  or  palatalized  sound  is  indicated  by  the 
letter  that  follows.  Thus  a  consonant  letter  followed  by  the 
vowel  letters  a,  o,  y,  bi,  a  dealt  with  in  Table  1  repre- 
sents, as  a  rule,  a  non-palatalized  sound. 

That  a  consonant  letter  in  word-final  position  or  before 
a  consonant  represents  a  palatalized  sound  is  indicated  in 
Russian  spelling  principally  by  the  letter  b  (the  "soft" 
sign).  A  small-type  "soft"  sign  placed  above  the  line  and 
after  a  consonant  symbol  is  used  in  this  dictionary  to  indi- 
cate a  palatalized  consonant  sound  in  any  position,  e.g. 
MOJib  [mol^]  {clothes-)moth,  jibHa  [Pna]  of  flax  [gen,  sing). 

Most  consonant  letters  pronounced  as  palatalized  sounds 
are   considered    in   this   Guide   to   have  sound  value  2.

Palatalization  plays  a  significant  role  in  Russian:  a 
non-palatalized  consonant  and  its  palatalized  counterpart 
distinguish  from  each  other  words  otherwise  alike.  Cf  mo„i 
[mol]  pier,  uojib  [mol^]  clothes-moth. 
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It  is,  therefore,  extremely  important  for  the  English- 
speaking  learner  to  master  Russian  palatalization,  which 
is  extremely  difficult  for  him  in  word-final  position,  as  in 
MOJib  [mol^]  {clotlies-)moth,  jianb  [lan^]  doe,  roe{-deer) 
and  before  a  consonant  (except  [y]),  as  in  Jibna  [Tna]  of 
flax.  To  master  palatalization  in  these  positions  the  fol- 
lowing hints  might  prove  helpful. 

Pronounce  the  English  consonants  [1],  [n]  in  the  v/ords 
million,  vineyard  pressing  the  tongue-tip  against  the  back 
of  the  upper  teeth  ^and  not  against  the  teeth-ridge)  and 
simultaneously  raising  the  front  of  the  tongue  still  higher 
than  for  [y],  prolong  the  [1]  and  [n]  sounds,  then  stop  at 
the  end  of  the  first  syllable  before  beginning  the  [y]  sound 
of  the  following  syllable.

The  second  function  of  each  of  the  letters  a,  e,  e  and 
K)  is  to  indicate  at  the  same  time  that  the  preceding  con- 
sonant letter  represents  a  palatalized  consonant  sound 
(hence  the  term  "palatalizing"  vowel  letters)*. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  for  English-speaking  learners 
of  Russian  to  pronounce  a  palatalized  consonant  correctly 
before  a  vowel  sound.  They  should  bear  in  mind  that  when 
a  Russian  consonant  letter  is  immediately  followed  by  a 
palatalizing  vowel  letter,  no  [y]  or  [i]  sound  should  be 
inserted  between  them.  Thus  the  word  jien  flax  should  be 
pronounced  [Pon]  and  not  [l^yon].

Peculiarities  of  Russian 
Voiced  and  Voiceless  Consonants 

One  and  the  same  of  the  above- listed  letters  in  differ- 
ent positions  can  be  pronounced  both  as  a  voiceless  and 
as  a  voiced  sound,  which  in  its  turn  can  be  hard  or  soft 
(with  the  above  exceptions).  This  adds  two  more  sound 
values  to  Russian  consonant  letters  Thus  most  consonant 
letters  in  Russian  have  four  sound  values,  which  can  be 
examplified  by  the  letters  6  and  n:

English-speaking  learners  must  pay  particular  attention 
to  the  above  peculiarities  in  the  use  of  voiceless  consonants 
and  voiced  non-sonorants  in  Russian  speech. 

Firstly,  in  contrast  with  English,  a  voiced  non-sonorant 
can    never    occur    at    the   end    of    a    Russian   word    before 
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a  pause:  it  is  replaced  by  its  voiceless  cognate.  Cf  the 
English  word  snob  with  its  Russian  equivalent  cho6  [snop]. 
Secondly,  when  a  voiced  non-sonorant  and  a  voiceless  con- 
sonant come  together  inside  a  word  or  at  the  junction  of 
words  pronounced  without  a  pause  between  them,  the  first 
sound  must  become  assimilated  to- the  second  in  the  matter 
of  voice,  e.g.  [b]  +  [p]  — .  [p]  +  [p],  [p]  +  [b]  — .  [b]  -f  [b],

Unlike  the  English  voiceless  plosives,  their  Russian 
counterparts  ([p,  p^,  t,  t^,  k,  k^])  are  never  aspirated  and 
are  pronounced  in  this  respect  like  the  English  [p,  t,  k] 
after  [s]  or  before  an  unstressed  vowel.

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Words  with  Two  Stresses 


Words  with  two.  stresses  (primary  and  secondary)  are,  in 
contrast  with  English,  rather  rare  in  Russian.  They  are 
long  compound  words,  mostly  technical  and  scientific  terms, 
like  paAHOjioKauHH  [rad^ialAkatjiya]  radar,  the  so-called 
compound-contracted"  words,  like  napTSH/ieT  [pardb^il^et] 
party  [membership)  card,  and  words  with  certain  prefixes, 
like  nocjicBoeKHbiH  [pos^PivAyennty]  post-war  (a,  m,  nom, 
sing),  TpaHcaTjiaHTHHecKHH  [transAtlAn^f^ich^isk^iy]  transat- 
lantic. 

English-speaking  learners  must  avoid  giving  secondary 
stress  to  the  second  or  third  pretonic  syllable  of  a  long 
Russian  word,  as  they  do  in  pronouncing  long  English 
words.  Cf  demonstration  [demanstreijn]  with  its  Russian 
equivalent  ^eMOHCTpauHH  [d^imAnstratjiya]  or  electrification 
[ilektrifikeijn]  with  3jieKTpH4)HKauH5i  [el^iktr^'if^ikatjiyg]. 

Sentence  Stress 

The  following  are  some  of  the  most  important  points  of 
difference  between  Russian  and  English  sentence  stress. 

Personal  and  possessive  pronouns  very  often  bear  a  pri- 
mary or  secondary  stress  in  a  Russian  sentence,  especially 
when  followed  by  unstressed  syllables.  Cf  mm  nepe;]iaBajiH 
nocjie^HHe  HSBecxHH  [ml  p^ir^idAvaPi  pAs^l^ed^n^iya  iz^- 
v^es^t^'iya]  with  you've  been  listening  to  the  news. 

Some  monosyllabic  prepositions,  like  Ha  [na]  on,  for,  up, 
H3  [iz,  -s]  out  of,  from  are  stressed  before  certain  nouns 
while  the  noun  itself  is  not  stressed,  and  both  words  are 
pronounced  like  a  single  word  with  the  vowels  of  the  noun 
obscured,  e.g.  na  ropy  [nagaru]  uphill,  h3  Jiecy  [iz^'Pisu] 
out  of  the  forest. 

Some  words,  such  as  the  relative  pronoun  KoiopbiH 
[kAtoriy]  which  (m,  nom,  sing),  usually  bear  secondary 
stress. 

Some  words,  such  as  the  conjunctions  ho  [no]  but,  to... 
TO...  [to...  to...]  now...  now,  are  never  stressed  but  their 
vowels  remain  unobscured,  e.g.  ho  6bijio  noa^HO  [no  bib 
pozna]  but  it  was  (too)  late,  to  AO>KAb,  to  cojinue  [to  dosh^:, 
to  s6nts9]  now  wet  (rain),  now  fine  (sunshine). 

Intonation 

Russian  differs  from  English  not  only  in  the  form  of  its 
speech-tones,  but  also  in  their  uses.  Thus  the  fall  in   pitch 
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in  the  falling  tone  is  less  sharp  and  starts  from  a  lower 
level  in  Russian  than  in  English,  and  this  tone  is  used  not 
only  in  sentences  expressing  categoric"  assertions,  special 
questions*,  commands  and  exclamations  (the  same  as  in 
English),  but  also  in  those  expressing  polite  requests  or 
invitations,  which  are  pronounced  in  English  with  the  ris- 
ing or  the  falling-rising  tone.  Cf

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The  rising  tone  used  in  Russian  interrogative  sentences 
expressing  ordinary,  matter-of-fact  general  questions*  is 
quite  different  in  form  from  the  rising  tone  used  in  English 
sentences  of  the  same  type.

If  the  word  in  which  the  rise  takes  place  ends  in  an 
unstressed  syllable  (or  syllables),  the  steep  and  high  Russian 
rise  is  followed  by  a  slow  descent  in  the  final  unstressed 
syllable(s).  In  an  English  word  of  this  type  the  last  stressed 
syllable  is  pronounced  on  a  low  level  pitch  while  the  rise 
occurs  in  the  final  unstressed  syllable(s).  Cf

This  English  rise,  typical  of  ordinary  yes  or  no  questions 
in  English,  may  be  used  in  a  Russian  general  question  only 
when  it  implies  at  the  same  time  perplexity,  doubt  or  sur- 
prise, e.g.

English-speaking  learners  must  take  special  care  not  to 
use  this  type  of  rise  in  an  ordinary  general  question  in 
Russian,  because  it  is  likely  to  sound  strange,  and  even 
comic,  to  the  Russian  ear. 

Both  types  of  rise  may  be  used,  however,  in  a  non-final 
sense-group  in  a  Russian  sentence,  e.g.

The  falling-rising  tone,  as  in  the  second  variant  of  the 
first  sense-group  in  the  above  sentence,  should  also  be  avoid- 
ed in  speaking  Russian. 

Any  more  detailed  description  or  a  more  exact  represen- 
tation of  Russian  intonation,  as,  indeed,  of  the  whole  sound 
system  of  Russian,  would  be  beyond  the  scope  of  the  pres- 
ent work. 


ESSAY   ON   THE   RELATIONSHIP   BETWEEN 
RUSSIAN   SOUNDS   AND   LETTERS 

By  Morris  Halle 


As  is  well  known,  Russian,  unlike  English,  has  an  orthography 
that  consists  of  a  small  number  of  general  rules  to  which  there 
are  few  exceptions.  Learning  to  read  Russian  is,  therefore,  only 
a  minor  hurdle  for  the  Russian  first  grader.  In  certain  cases, 
however,  this  very  regular  orthography  tends  to  obscure  the 
grammatical  structure  of  the  words.  It  both  hides  true  connec- 
tions among  certain  forms  and  suggests  false  connections  among 
others.  Since  the  foreigner  learning  Russian  inevitably  is  heavily 
dependent  on  the  written  word,  he  is  all  too  frequently  misled 
by  this  regular  orthography,  and  his  time  is  needlessly  wasted. 
It  is  my  hope  that  the  comments  below  will  help  the  learner 
avoid  at  least  some  of  these  false  paths. 

Many  Russian  consonants  appear  in  two  distinct  varieties, 
palatalized  and  nonpalatalized.  Palatalized  consonants  are 
produced  by  placing  the  tongue  in  a  position  that  is  appropriate 
for  the  sound  [p]  as  in  "you"  or  [i]  as  in  "ski,"  while  the  rest 
of  the  vocal  tract  is  simultaneously  made  to  assume  the  primary 
articulation  of  the  consonant  in  question.  In  producing  non- 
palatalized  consonants,  the  primary  consonant  articulation  is 
accompanied  by  a  retraction  of  the  tongue  somewhat  like  that 
in  producing  the  sounds  [w]  as  in  "water"  or  [u]  as  in  "tune." 
We  shall  call  consonants  that  appear  in  both  varieties  before 
all  vowels  paired  consonants  and  distinguish  them  from  unpaired 
consonants,  which  appear  in  only  one  variety  before  a  given 
vowel.

A.  The  Orthography  of  Paired  Consonants 

The  Russian  alphabet  does  not  possess  separate  consonant 
letters  to  distinguish  palatalized  from  nonpalatalized  paired 
consonants.  Instead,  palatalization  or  its  absence  in  a  paired 
consonant  is  signaled  by  the  following  letter.  If  the  consonant 
stands  before  a  vowel,  palatalization  or  its  absence  is  indicated 
by  the  following  vowel  letter,  and  for  this  reason  the  Russian 
alphabet  has  twice  as  many  vowel  letters  as  there  are  distinct 
vowels  in  the  language.  The  five  letters  a  a  bi  ^  o  y  indicate 
that  a  preceding  paired  consonant  is  nonpalatalized;  the  letters 
H  e  H^  e*  K)  that  it  is  palatalized.  E.g.,  Bdji  "billow"  —  bhji 
"limp";  h6c  "nose"  —  nee  "(he)  carried";  hmji  "ardor"  — 
nHJi  "(he)  drank."  If  the  paired  consonant  is  not  before  a 
vowel  —  i.e.,  if  it  stands  before  a  consonant  or  at  the  end  of  a 
word  —  palatalization  is  signaled  by  a  special  letter,  the  "soft- 
sign"  B,  which  is  written  after  the  consonant.  The  absence  of 
a  "soft-sign"  in  this  position  indicates  that  the  paired  consonant 
is  nonpalatalized.  E.g.,  h^jib  "dust"  —  hbiji  "ardor";  b^cb 
"all"  —  B^c  "weight";  r6pBKa  "bitter"  —  r6pKa  "little  moun- 
tain" (pej.)  • 

An  immediate  consequence  of  this  spelling  convention  is  that 
suffixes  beginning  with  a  vowel  will  appear  in  two  graphic  forms, 
one  after  stems  ending  in  palatalized  consonants  and  the  other 
after  stems  ending  in  nonpalatalized  consonants.  iVloreover, 
Russian  has  grammatical  forms  in  which  the  stem  appears  with-

The  zero  suffix  will  be  represented 
by  the  "soft-sign"  if  the  stem  ends  in  a  palatalized  consonant, 
but  will  remain  unrepresented  in  the  orthography  if  the  stem 
ends  in  a  nonpalatalized  consonant.^  It  is,  therefore,  not  sur- 
prising that  the  Russian  declension,  which  consists  primarily  in 
adding  vocalic  suffixes  to  consonantal  stems,  should  present  a 
highly  varied  picture  at  first  sight.  Once  the  way  in  which 
Russian  is  spelled  is  taken  into  account,  however,  much  of  the 
variety  in  the  spellings  is  revealed  as  a  reflection  of  a  much 
simpler  underlying  system. 

As  shown  in  the  following  table,  the  case  suffixes  of  a  masculine 
noun  ending  in  a  nonpalatalized  consonant  such  as  ctoji 
"table"  are  (with  the  exception  of  the  gen.  pi.)  exactly  identical 
with  those  of  a  masculine  noun  ending  in  a  palatalized  consonant 
such  as  p;^jTB  "steering  wheel."  The  same  holds  true  (with- 
out exception)  of  the  case  suffixes  of  feminine  nouns  with  pala- 
talized and  nonpalatalized  stems;  e.g.,  pLi6a  "fish"  and  hhhh 
"nurse."

The  preceding  table  requires  two  further  comments.  (1)  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  suffix  /e/  of  the  prep.  sg.  and  of  the 
dat.  sg.  fem.  has  one,  instead  of  the  expected  two  representations. 


5  In  the  gen.  pi.  masc,  nouns  with  stems  ending  in  a  pala- 
talized consonant  take  a  different  suffix  than  nouns  with  stems 
ending  in  a  nonpalatalized  consonant. 
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Rather  than  the  expected  ctoji6  and  pbi69  we  get  cTOjie  and 
pBi6e.  This  is  because  in  Russian  words  only  palatalized  paired 
consonants  can  appear  before  the  vowel  /e/.^  (2)  In  the  instr.  sg. 
suffix  of  fern,  (second  declension)  nouns,  the  suffix  -oft  is  paral- 
leled by  -efi  instead  of  the  expected  -efi.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  Russian  spelling  does  not  distinguish  unaccented  /o/  and 
/e/  in  position  after  palatalized  consonants.^  This  explains  also 
the  appearance  of  the  letter  e  in  the  nom./acc.  sg.  suffix  of  neuter 
nouns  with  stems  ending  in  a  palatalized  consonant,  e.g.,  nojie 
"field,"  M6pe  "sea."  The  letter  e  here  represents  unaccented 
/o/  as  is  clear  by  comparing  it  with  neuter  nouns  such  as  6ejii.e 
"laundry,"  and  okh6  "window,"  where  the  suffix  is  accented, 
and  MecTo  "place,"  where  the  stem  ends  in  a  nonpalatalized 
consonant.8 


B.  The  Orthography  of  the  Unpaired  Consonants 

1.  The  Transcription  of  /y/ 

At  the  end  of  a  word  and  in  position  between  a  vowel  and 
a  consonant,  /y/  is  transcribed  by  the  letter  fi,  e.g.,  rep6fl  "hero," 
KO(J)eiiHfl  "coffee  house." 

At  the  beginning  of  a  word,  where  /y/  is  obligatorily  followed 
by  a  vowel,  the  vowel  letter  represents  both  the  vowel  and  the 
preceding  /y/.  The  letter  used  to  represent  the  two  sounds 
is  the  vowel  letter  which  elsewhere^signals  palatalization  in  the 
preceding  paired  consonant,  e.g.,  ejiKa   "Christmas  tree,"  a^ 


8  The  vowel  /e/  follows  nonpalatalized  consonants  in  foreign 
words,-  but  in  most  of  these  the  letter  e,  rather  than  the  expected 
3  is  written;  e.g.,  Ka6ape  "cabaret,"  Kamne  "scarf."  The  letter 
9  appears  in  only  a  few  words,  of  which  c^p  "Sir"  and  M^p 
"mayor"  are  the  most  common. 

^  If  the  suffix  is  accented,  the  expected  -eft  is  written;  e.g., 
seMjieft  "land,"  Kjiemngfi  "claw"  (of  shellfish). 

8  Russian  orthography  has  always  had  difficulty  with  the 
vowel  /o/  after  palatalized  consonants.  As  was  remarked  by 
Academician  A.  I.  Sobolevskij;  "The  Old  Russian  scribe  did 
not  know  how  to  transcribe  o  after  these  consonants  (just  as  we 
still  do  not  know  how  to  transcribe  it)."

In  position  between  a  consonant  and  a  vowel,  /y/  is  repre- 
sented by  either  the  "hard-sign"  -b  or  the  "soft-sign"  b.  The 
former  is  used  after  prefixes  (Russian  as  well  as  foreign),  the 
latter  is^used  elsewhere;  e.g.,  noAtgM  "rise,"  oe-LeKT  "object," 
but  jil6t  "pours,"  cTaTta  "article,"  Sejibro  "laundry"  (dat. 

sg.).'" 

Taking  these  conventions  into  consideration  the  exact  paral- 
lelism between  the  case  forms  of  nouns  with  stems  ending  in 
/y/  and  other  nouns  becomes  immediately  apparent:

At  the  end  of  Russian,  words  certain  consonant  sequences  are 
not  admitted,  and  a  vowel  (either  /e/  or  /o/)  is  inserted  before 
the  last  consonant.  Thus,  for  instance,  in  place  of  the  expected 
gen.  pi.  cyaB6  (cf.  nom.  sg.  cyHi>6d),  we  have  cfji,e6  "fate^" 
instead  of  6kh,  6koh  "window,"  or  instead  of  k63ji,  kos^ji 
"billy  goat."  Among  the  consonant  clusters  that  require  the 
insertion  of  a  vowel  before  the  zero  suffix  are  those  ending  in  /y/. 
Hence,  the  gen.  pi.  forms  of  cxaTta  (=  /stat^ya/)  "article," 


9  Certain  foreign  words  do  not  follow  this  rule.  In  these  words, 
/y/  is  transcribed  by  the  letter  fi;  e.g.,  fi6A  "iodine,"  Hbio  fl6pK 
"New  York,"  rather  than  ejs,  and  Htro  EpK. 

1°  Since  /y/  is  always  palatalized,  the  vowel  following  it  is 
usually  transcribed  by  the  letters  signaling  palatalization  in 
paired  consonants.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  found  in  the 
spelling  of  foreign  words;  cf.,  ftn.  9. 
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ceMBit  (=  /s^emVa/)  "family,"  and  cbhhbh  (=  /sv^in^ya/) 
"pig"  are,  respectively,  not  craTfi  (=  /stat^y/),  ceMfi 
(=/s^em^y/),  cBHHft  (=  /sv^in^y/),  but  cxaTeii,  cbm^jS,  cbh- 
H^fi;^^  i.e.,  fornis  that  parallel  exactly  the  above-mentioned 
cyAe6,  OKOH,  Koaeji. 


2.  T/j^  Transcription  of  Vowels  after  Unpaired  Consonants 

The  rules  for  the  spelling  of  vowels  after  unpaired  consonants 
are  poorly  motivated  from  the  point  of  view  of  modern  Russian. 
This  is  the  area  where  Russian  schoolmasters  lord  it  over  their 
pupils,  who  in  these  cases  have  only  their  memory  to  fall  back  on. 

After  /k/  /g/  /kh/,  the  vowels  are  represented  by  h,  e,  a,  o,  y. 

After  /y/,  the  vowels  are  normally  represented  by  h,  e,  h,  e,  ^. 
In  a  few  foreign  words  we  find  also  o;  e.g.,  Hbk)  li6pK,  "New 
York,"  li6fl" iodine,"  K0MnaHi.6H  "partner." 

After  the  remaining  unpaired  consonants  /ch^  sh  zh  sh^:  ts/, 
/a/  /e/  /u/  are  represented  by  the  letters  a  e  y;  e.g.,  KapaH^amd 
"pencil"  (gen.  sg.),  06  OTi^e  "concerning  father"  (prep,  sg.), 
TOBd,pHii^y  "comrade"  (dat.  sg.) 

The  vowel  /i/  is  represented  by  the  letter  h  after  /ch^  sh  zh 
shV;  e.g.,  Mojinfi  "be  silent,"  mHTb  "to  sew,"  hchtb  "to  live," 
n^HT  "shield."  After  /ts/  the  vowel  /i/  is  represented  by  h 
in  declensional  suffixes;  e.g.,  Kyi^Lifi  "docktailed,"  Mojioai;^ 
"good  fellows,"  neBHBi  "singers,"  whereas  in  stems  both  h  and 
Bi  appear;  e.g.,  i^fipK  "circus,"  but  ^BI^dH  "gypsy";  i^H(j)pa 
"figure,"  but  i;bipk)jibhhk  "barber."  In  any  event,  this  is  a 
purely  arbitrary  convention  that  must  be  learned  by  rote  since 
the  consonant  [ts]  is  always  nonpalatalized  and  the  following 
/i/  is  pronounced  [+]. 

The  most  complicated  rule  governs  the  representation  of  /o/ 
after  /ch^  sh  zh  sh^:  ts/.  At  the  beginning  of  a  declensional 
suffix  which  adjoins  a  stem  ending  in  any  of  these  five  consonants, 
o  is  written  if  the  suffix  is  accented,  e  is  written  if  the  suffix  is 
unaccented.  As  a  result,  in  the  declension  of  the  comparative 
degree  of  the  adjective  66jiBmHfi  "bigger"  the  suffixes  are  spelled 


"  A  somewhat  special  spelling  rule  requires  that  when  the 
stress  does  not  fall  on  the  last  syllable,  the  inserted  vowel  be 
transcribed  by  h,  hence  r6cTHii  "(woman)  guest"  (gen.  pi.).

This  rule  holds  only  for  the  declensional  suffixes;  it  is  not  ob- 
served in  the  conjugation  of  the  verbs  where  /o/  in  accented 
suffixes  i^  represented  by  e,  and  by  e  in  unaccented  suffixes;

In  the  majority  of  roots,  o  is  written  after  hc,  m,  m,  i;,  h,  ii 
the  stress  falls  on  the  /o/  in  all  derived  and  inflected  forms;  if 
the  stress  is  not  fixed  on  the  /o/,  e  or  e  is  written.  Hence,  we

The  "soft-sign"  thus  functions  as  a  purely  grammatical,  rather 
than  as  a  phonetic  marker.  It  appears  in  this  function  also  in 
the  infinitive  forms  in  nh  and  in  the  2  sg.  pres.;  e.g.,  6epeHb 
"save,"  ne^b  "bake,"  uoud^h  "help,"  Beaemb  "(you)  carry, 
drive,"  BH^Hinb  "(you)  see,"  x6^emb  "(you)  want."
